SUMMER VEILS. 


Some That Arc Extremely Fashiona- 


ble Thin Senson. 


A shadow veil comes in the very finest 


black or white silk tulle, and is cut on a 
pattern so skillfully manipulated that 
when the veil is pinned in place not, u 
single wrinkle crosses one's face. The 
pattern takes somewhat the form,o~ti 
gibbous moon, and the point striven 
after is to avoid wrinkles in the \eil- 
ing, for they seem to throw lines of age 
into the face. The bottom edg-e of a. 
shadow veil has a narrow selvage, and 
then through the tulle ruu, au eighth 
of an inch apart, parallel lines of black 
thread that are very fine. Shadow veils 
arc sold with six', eight or ten of these 
lines, some of them running up high 
enough to cast their shadow over the 
mouth, -Nhile coquettish young ladies 
wear those that have lines clear up 1o 
the level of the eyes. 


It is almost au inexplicable, but ne\ - 


ertheless veiy important, fact that any 
sldn under a \\ ell-lined shadow \eilap- 
ponrs to excellent advantage, and that 
under this cob™ eb cox cring, ^ hether 
bought in black or white, defects of 
the facial cuticle are not apparent to 
the naked eye. 


With sailor hats two kinds of new 


veiling are worn, the batiste \cil, to 
keep off sunburn and freckles, and the 
f.fah net, to show ofl! a fresh ,\ oung1 &kin. 
livery noman is. 8°'nff to the country 
this summer with at least a half dozen 
batiste veils packed in her bag. because 
thej arc the only absolutely sui o shield 
agonist the sun, andbecnusc thc\ wash, 
so that it is never necessary to wear one 
longer than two or three dnj s .it a time. 
Thej aic pretty, too, as well as useful; 
the major! tj cut in squa! es, and hav- 
ing three little hemstitched tucks run- 
ning aiouu'l three sidos PI the square, 
while the fourth side gnthcir- up with a 
fine white cotton eorrl artl is intended 
to be tied about the crow n of the hat. 


This makes a veil very easj of ad- 


justment, and as the body of it is usual- 
ly white, with the tucks in pale pink, 
blue or green, the general effect is ex- 
ceedingly gay. gratia ally only the very 
sheerest batiste is used, and in the 
laundry these squares are 
merelj 


washed out and ironed without starch- 
ing or folding them, Fish net is the sin- 
gle fashionable dotted veil this season. 
'Tis woven in a very wide mesh, ex- 
actly like a castnet, and at every angle 
in the weaving a tiny chenille dot is 
placed. Black fish nets have gray dots, 
brown nets have dark blue dots, and 
red ones green clots, and one prime 
recommendation of the weave is that 
it is as strong as if woven of but- 
tonhole twist and positively refuses to 
wrinkle. 


All these innovations, however, have 


not quite done away with that mainstay 
of late years, the chiflon veil. It is the 
only face protector women now buy bj 
the yarrl, for all other smart veils are 
made np to pin right over one's hat. 
The really admirable chiffon \eilingis 
not at present dotted, but figured in 
pretty lace and chenille designs. For 
instance, you can buj white chiffon 
veiling, all over with minute green -\ ci- 
vet shamrocks, pr gray chiffon em- 
broidered along the edges with corn- 
flowers 
Then there are perforated 


chiffons, that is, on the material tiny 
leaves, stars or circles of net or lace are 
applied and the chiflon cut out under- 
neath. 


But all these veilings are mere frivol- 


ities beside the net draperies meant for 
the top-loitical, rose-smothered hats 
women are wearing. A "veil for a big 
hat comes from a yard and a half to 
two yards and a quarter long, edged 
with lace, put on straight or in a frill, 
and this is first drawn over hat and 
face and tied in a knot behind, a little 
to the right. Drawing the ends down, a 
bow knot is formed and pinned to the 
hair just back of the right ear, and 
then the remaining length of net is 
left to flow down on the shoulders. It 
is permitted to arid bright jewel-headed 
pins in arranging these bows, and nets 
of every brighp poloi are used in this 
way. Women who put a deal of pro- 
found thought in selecting their veils 
usually choose these big ones to match 
the straw of their hats, whether grass

An InvftlqAble Article When Properly. 
, 
Understood. 


Few people appreciate its value for 


household' use, thiniing it only in- 
tended for soap making, but there are 
several uiies to which it can be put, 
where it is the best article fo»the pur- 
pose. Some brandb are much better 
than others, the one-1 use being in 
powdered form and perfumed enough 
to make it pleasant. Directions are al- 
ways to be found on each can. 


As a rule, soap making does not pay, 


except when one has grease that can,be 
used in no other way. When this is the 
case, a fine soap can be made with lit- 
tle trouble. 
Use five and one-half 


pounds of clean melted grease and one 
can of lye, dissolved in five pints of 
water. Pouv the lyointo the grease and 
stir a few minutes, with no boiling or 
further work but to pour the mixture 
into a suitable vessel andset it away un- 
til cold. It is then ready to be cut into 
squares of a convenient size with a 
warm knife. 


If one wants a soft soap, take four 


pounds of the hard soap, cut into small 
pieces, and put into a kettle with one 
gallon of water and one tablespoonful 
of lye. Boil until it becomes thorough- 
Ij mixed, and you have an excellent 
soft soap. 


When the sink pipe becomes clogged 


\\ ith grease or slime, put in u few spoon- 
fuls of the lye and pour several quarts 
of hot water flown; it cleans the pipe 
out like a new one. If this is done oc- 
casionally, there will never be trouble 
about the pipe filling up or freezing, for 
i t keeps the passage clear and free from 
ai.y refuse. The closet should have an 
occasional bath of lye water to keep it 
rlcnn and disinfected) 


Many use a little lye in the water 


v.hen washing greasy dishes, as it 
cleans them like maglo. One must bo 
careful not to use too much, as it lias a 
tendency to roughen the hands when 
strong; a teaspoonful to a gallon of hot 
water is a safe rule. A tenspoonful of 
the powder is sufficient to soften four 
or five gallons of hot water. A little lye 
in the water used' to wash out the ice 
box is better than all the soap one can 
use.

Ij c, and alwajs had it, e~v en when it was 
necessary to make it themselves by 
lepohiiifv ,mhes. In the early spring a 
Iciifb was made from a barrel filled 
vith wood ashes. It was propped up

with the tariff bill and will call in the 
Democrats to read it over to them. 
The latter hare had no voice in framing 
•the bill and in the House, under Mr. 
Beed's rules, were not even permitted 
to offer an amendment to the meas- 
ure. For all that the opposition had 
to do with the bill they might just as 
well been at home during the time it 
was being discussed in the House. 
Speaker Keed would not recognize any 
member who was known to be oppooed 
to the bill and nearly all the discussion 
on the schedules was between Republi- 
cans, who differed as to the duty that 
should be imposed on certain articles. 


What now can be gained by permit- 


ting those who are opposed to the bill 
in its present lorm to discuss the 
matter with the Republicans? 
The 


latter have been in conference, from 
whiah the minority have been excluded, 
for several days and it looks ridicnlous, 
if nothing more, to delay the passage 
of the bill to let tbo minority spend a 
day or two in discussing it, when it is 
morally certain that they will not be 
permitted to change a single clause in 
any of its schedules. The bill is cer- 
tain to become a law as it comes from 
the conference committee and nothing 
that the minority can say or do will 
change a line of it. It is a Republican 
measure throughout and if it is a good 
bill they are entitled to the credit for 
It and if it is a bad bill they and they 
alone are to be held responsible for it. 
Tbe minority, for all the good they 
have done, except to show that certain 
schedules were framed expressly for 
the benefit of the trusts, might just as 
well have been at their homes as in 
their seats in Congress during tbo time 
the bill has been before Congress. 


Speaker Reed, Chairman Dingley, of 


tba Ways and Means Committee, and 
Senators Allison and Aldrich, of the 
Senate Finance Committee, are the 
men who framed the tariff bill, with 
the assistance of the trusts, and expect 
to comply with the constitutional re- 
quirements in making a quorum, the

members of 
Congress were 


merely on-lookers.

Ths greatest trouble with 
that section of the country is the length 
and severity of tho winters, which, com- 
bined with the scarcity of food, does 
not offer a very inviting prospect to 
our well-bred and city-bred Americans.

Lemojk Sirup. 


Orate the rinds of 10 lemons over eight 


pounds of granulated sugar; add two 
quarts cold water and the juice of the 
lemons; stir until thu 'sug-ai1 is dis- 
solved; then strain through flannel; 
put the sirup in a kettle over the fire; 
let it conic to a boil; then bottle; or, add 
to the sirup two toblespoonf uis glycerin 


I and not boil it. Care should be taken 
to grate off only the yellow part of tin1 
rind of lemons; the white part will give 
the sirup a bitter taste. Two or Ihree 
tnbrespoonf uls of- this sirup in a glass 
of water makes a fine lemonade. This 
sirup will keep for some time,—Prook- 
lyn Eagle.

How rt AffcctN Tlieii- Piates, and Wlm* 


They Do to E-scitpe It. 


Among- the many evils which are at- 


tributed to the all-pervading, never-to- 
be-escaped city dust, there is one which 
constitutes a grievance peculiar 
to 


photographers alono. It is the injury 
which t ho flying- particles, sifting- into 
the room through every possible aper- 
ture, cause to the delicate 'films and 
sensitive plates. All films arc mnde 
of preparations of gelatine, and a large 
proportion of the glass, plates now used 
are also coated with this substance, 
which, because of its soft, sticky na- 
ture, is particularly likely to attract 
every atom of dui>t in the surround- 
ing air. The particles, however small, 
leave their impress in the 
form of 


opaque spots upon the sensitive surface 
and seriously mar its perfection. To 
remove the damage a great amount of 
retouching1 is necessary, which is not 
only laborious and tiresome, but which 
cannot always be satisfactorily accom- 
plished if the dust is ^ ery thick. What 
is known as the "carbon process" in 
photography is probably more easily 
injured by dust than any other, be- 
came an extremely delicate film of 
gelatine is used. Chiefly oil account of 
this drawback the carbon pioccss is 
seldom employed in this country, al- 
though photograph's arc made which 
resemble tne real carbon pictures so 
closely in color that they arc cnllecl 
"caibontypes." In England, where the 
carbon process is IIIOTO common, it has 
become customary for London photog- 
raphers to send their developing-work 
oub of town to be done, in orilei' to es- 
cape the dust and -smoke of the citj, 
but this practice has not gainer! much 
ground licrc. 


The photographers hi this city, as a 


rule, perform nil their operations in 
the same»builcling in which tneiv stu- 
dios are situated, and, for. the sake of 
thus keeping tlie developing process at 
home, they pro obliged to be at a great 
deal of trouble in proli jtinijil. Some 
of the methods, cmploj eO for this pxir- 
posts were mentioned to a repoiter the 
other day by $ well-known Broaehvay 
artist.
